MORAGA — The Califor- 
nia Veterinary Medical As- 
sociation is issuing an ani- 
mal health alert, urging all 
dog owners to be aware of a 
new contagious virus dis- 
ease which has infected a 
significant number of dogs, 
especially puppies, across 
the country. 


Scientists assume at this 
time that it is an airborne 
virus (Corona Virus) whose 
incubation period seems to 
be from three to twelve 
days. 

The initial Symptoms are 
lethargy and digestive up- 
set; ie., decrease in-appe- 
tite, then diarrhea and vom- 
iting (both can become se- 
vere). An unusually fetid 
odor seems to be charac- 
teristic of the illness. The 
disease can appear sud- 
denly and progress very 
rapidly in some, with death 
occurring as quickly as 48 
hours after the initial clini- 
cal signs. 


Ifa gorenyes any signs 
of the above symptoms, a 
veterinarian should be con- 
sulted immediately. 


The California Veterinar 
Medical Association ad- 
vises dog owners to keep 
their dogs on leashes and be 
aware at all times with 
whom your animal comes in 
contact in order to minimize 
the possibility of exposure to 
the disease.

According to the Califor- 
nia State Automobile As- 
sociation’s (AAA) July sur- 
vey of regional major brand 

asoline prices, motorists 
in the auto club’s member- 
ship area are paying nearly 
six percent (5.7%) more 
than last year and just over 
twelve percent (12.3%) 
above the like period of 
1976. 

Regular grades currently 
sell at an average of 
Ma from 70.8c in June) at 
full-service stations and 
66.4c (up from 66c in June) 
at “mini service’’ and self- 
service outlets. 

The average price of 
premium grades at full- 
service stations is 77¢ (up 
from 75.9c in June) and 
73.6c (up from 72.3c in 
June) at ‘‘gas only”’ is- 
lands. 

Clear (unleaded) fuel is 
selling at 75.1¢ and 71.7¢ (up 
from 74c and 68.7c in June) 
at full-service and “mini’’ 
service pumps, respec- 
tively. 

The cost of diesel automo- 
tive fuel has gone up an av- 
erage of a cent to a penny 
and a half, bringing the 
price to from 60c to 70¢ a 

allon and reflecting the 

irst price increase for 
diesel fuel this year. 

LPG (liquid propane gas) 
automotive fuel remains 
unchanged at 50c to 60c a 
gallon. 

Highest prices within the 
surveyed area are near 
Sierra-Nevada (including 
Yosemite) resort areas, 
where pumps with readings 
of over 80c for premium 
Bape and in the high 70's 
or unleaded and regular, 
are not uncommon. 

Prices tend to be on the 
high side at service stations 
immediately adjacent to 
freeways and other major 
travel routes. Motorists 
who take the time to travel 
short distances into com- 
munities along the high- 
ways can generally find 
lower prices; however, 
these stations usually close 
early and are often locked 
on Sundays and holidays. 

Lowest prices were found 
in the greater San Fran- 


cisco Bay Area, particu- 
larly in the East Bay bet- 
ween Oakland and San 
Jose. 


Price variances between 
dealerships of up to 10¢ a 
gallon are not unusual. 
while less familiar brands 
— those not nationally or 
regionally advertised — 
frequently sell from 5c to 
10c below better known 
labels.
